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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1. In response to the Amendment received on September 26, 2003 and February 5th and 13th, 2004, the 
examiner has carefully considered the amendments. The examiner acknowledges the cancellation of claims 1-4, 7- 
39, and 40-45. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see amendment, filed September 26, 2003, with respect to claims 1-8, 24, 27, 30, 
33, 36, 39, 42, and 46 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1-3, and 7-8 under 35 
USC 102(b) as being anticipated by De Koning (4,766,179) has been withdrawn. The rejection of claims 4-5 as 
being unpatentable under 35 USC 103(a) over De Koning (4,766,179) has been withdrawn. The rejection of claims 
1-3, 7-8, 24, 27, 30, 33, 36, and 42 under 35 USC 103(a) as being unpatentable over Ketley (4,740,830) in view of 
De Koning (4,766,179) has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 5-6 and 46 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The reasons for allowance is the prior 
art fails to teach a thermosetting resin composition or a method of using said resin composition comprising a 
maleimide having the formula according to formula (I) in claim 4. The prior art fails to teach a bismaleimide resin 
comprising a monovalent or polyvalent radical spacer selected from the groups found in claim 4. In addition, the 
prior art fails to teach a curable resin composition comprising the maleimide compound found in claim 46.
